OIL MAGNATE WHO BEGAN 
AS MULE DRIVER.

Estate valued at between £15,000,000 
and £20,000,000 is disposed of in the will 
of Mr. Thomas B. Slick, who was known as 
the most wealthy independent man in the 
oil industry. The fortune was left to his 
widow, his three children and his mother. 
A year and a half ago Mr. Slick sold his 
holdings to the Prairie Oil Company for 
+9.000, 000. 

Mr. Slick, who at one time was a mule 
driver, died ten days ago, at the early 
age of forty-seven. His deal with the 
Preirie Company was the largest single 
transfer of oil lands for many years. The 
largest fortune of an English oil magnate 
was four millions, the sum left by the 
first Lord Bearsted, founder of the great 
oil organisation, the Shell Transport and 
Trading Co., who died in 1927. Big as 
they are, these estates are a mere 
bagatelle compared with the large fortune 
which the great American oil king, J. D. 
Rockefeller, has amassed. He is credited 
with being worth at least one hundred 
millions sterling.

| TURNER’S WISH. 

A personal friend at Oxford of the late 
Professor H. H. Turner, the famous 
astronomer, who died while attending an in- 
ternational conference at Stockholm last 
week, and who desired his friends to drink 

a glass to my memory,” and added: “' Let 
it be strong ale,” told a Press Association 
correspondent yesterday that he was -not, sur- 
prised at the request. i 

He refused to make any comment on Fro- 
fessor Turner’s directions that his body 
should be dissected, or otherwise used for 
the general advancement of science, or his 
desire that his death should not be made 
the occasion of any religious Service or other 
ceremony. 

Mr. F. A. Bellamy, of the University 
Observatory, Oxford, one of the Professor s 
oldest friends, referring to the will, said 
that Professor Turner was always very much 
afiected when he attended the funerals of 
others. As a representative of science, he 
had on many occasions to attend funerals, 
but he had a great aversion to them, and 
he did not want anybody to be distressed 
by attending his funeral. Professor Turner 
knew of the difficulties which medical science 
had long been up against in finding a 
sufficient number of bodies, and it was on 
these two grounds that he decided to give his 
body to science. So far as the destination 
of the body was concerned, it had not yet 
been decided whether it would come to 
England or not. 

Another friend of the late Professor. dis- 
cussing the clause in the will, in which the 
Professor asked them to “drink a glass to 
my memory,’ said: “ My idea is that the 
Professor had in view an assembly of people 
who knew him, such as the British Associa- 
tion, and he hoped when they were at dinner 
thev would quietly and spontaneously drink 
to his memory. That, I think, was what he 
had in his mind when he made his will.’’

ALLEGED USE OF KNIFE BY

Charles Edward Bell (17), a trainee at a 
juvenile employment training centre, was 
bound over at South Shields yesterday on a 
charge—on which he appeared on remand— 
having wounded Walter Nathan Coupland, 
gymnasium instructor, and assaulted John 
Smailes, superintendent.

WIDOW'S CLAIM SETTLED FOR 

£350. 

On the application of Mr. W. Black (in- 
structed by Messrs. Little, O hUadhaigh and 
Proud), a settlement in the case of Annie 
Denis v. JJ. and P. Good; Ltd., was made a 
rule of Court.

LOSS OF THE FAIRFAX. 


CAPTAIN ACQUITTED OF 
RESPONSIBILITY. 
From Revrter’s CORRESPONDENT. 
WASHINGTON, Wednesday. 

Captain Archie Brooks, of the steamer 
Faigfax, which, on June 11th, came into 
collision with the oil tanker, Pinthis, in 
Massachusetts Bay, and sank with a loss 
of some fifty lives, has been absolved cf 
responsibility for the collision by the 
Federal Board of Inquiry. The Examining 
Board found that no evidence stabilising 
the charges had been established. 

The accident occurred at night, shortly 
after the Fairfax (5,649 tons). a vessel 
owned by the Merchants’ and Miners’ 
Transportation Co., had left Boston for 
Norfolk, Virginia. There was a dense fog 
at the time, and this was reported as the 
main cause of the collision. The tanker 
Pinthis (1,111 tons) sank within twenty 
minutes with her captain and crew of 
nineteen. 

An explosion occurred on the tanker a 
few minutes after the collision, and sheets 
of flaming oil were flung on to the sinking 
Fairfax. Some of the passengers, with 
their clothes on fire, leaped into the water, 
which was ablaze with oil. Eleven pas- 
sengers and sixteen negro members of the 
crew lost their lives by jumping over- 
board. Flames spread over the Fairfax, 
causing. the deaths of several other 
persons.

“NOT FIT TO DRIVE.’ 

The defeudant, giving evidence, said that 
there were only two points at which he 
drove dangerously. He could not see how 
the witness remembered the journey so 
exactly. 

Fitzgerald was convicted on all four charges 
brought against him, and fined £5 in every 
case, with twenty-eigh. days to pay, or oue 
week's imprisonment in default in every case. 
It was further ordered that his licence 
should be suspended until February 14, 1931, 
and that the conviction should be endorsed 
on it.

FIX MONTHS’ IMPRISONMENT 


FOR OLD WOMAN. 

(BEFORE MR. CUSSEN.) 

When Sarah Charlotte Bolton, an elderly 
woman, living in Ranelagh, was brought for- 
ward, on remand, charged with stealing pro- 
perty from a number of city firms, represen- 
tatives of the firms concerned were called 
and identified articles produced as goods 
that had been missed from their stocks. 

Guard 134E gave evidence of finding the 
articles in a room occupied by the defendant. 
She told him that she paid for everything 
that she bought, and that she was under the 
impression that the articles had been placed 
in her room by someone else. 

Mr. Cussen, addressing the defendant, said 
that he now learned that there was anothe 
charge of theft preferred against her. He 
found her guilty on all charges, and on that 
concerned with the theft of a skirt from the 
premises of Mr. Rea, Ranelagh, he imposed 
a sentence of six months’ imprisonment. At 
the end of the six months the police, he 
said,.could reopen the other charges if they 
go wished. 

This woman, the Justice said, had heen 
thieving from city shops for a considerable 
time. He commended the efforts of Guard 
134E, and of Station-Sergeant Buckley, who 
had charge of the case.

William Pebbles, a building contractor's 
foreman, of Russell avenue, Drumcondra, was 
charged with negligent driving of a motor 
car on the main road of the Pheenix Park on 
the órd ult., as a result of which he knocked 
down a motor cyclist, Louis J. Eason, Brook 
Lodge, Castleknock, and caused him injuries 
which necessitated his removal to hospital. 

Pebbles was furtlrer charged with failing 
to stop after the occurrence. 

Station Sergeant Fitzgerald and Guards 
80 D and 91 D gave evidence of tracing the 
defendant. 

Pebbles was fined £10 on the negligent 
driving charge and 40s. on the second charge, 
and was ordered to pay 20s. for expenses of 
witnesses.

Fitzgerald for the manner in which he had 
handled a difficult case.

“WING FLUTTER "—THEN 
CRASH TO DEATH. 


A verdict of “ accidental death '” was re- 
turned at the inquest at Reading, yesterday, 


Woodley, near Reading, an instructor at 
Woodley Aerodrome, who was fatally injured 
in a crash at the aerodrome last Sunday. 

Charles Owen Powis, managing director of 
the company controlling the aerodrome, said 
that Giddy was flying an obsolete type of 
war machine—a Martinsyde single-seater. It 
had no certificate of air worthiness, and could 
be flown only within three miles of the aero- 
drome. 

Giddy, continued Powis, was flying it ata 
great speed, perhaps more than two hundred 
miles per hour, and was nose-diving. He had 
dived to within thirty feet of the ground 
when he saw the aeroplane develop ailerons, 
or “wing flutter,” and the pilot had not 
enough altitude to recover. 

“I think the accident was due to an old 
machine being flown at too high a speed.' he 
added. ' 

Major Cooper, an Air Ministry inspector, 
explained that wing flutter was a fault 
peculiar to old machines, and had been 
eliminated from modern aeroplanes. 

Edward. Dennis Bigg, of The Grange, 
Woodley, the owner of the aeroplane, said 
that before he dived to his death Giddy had 
a a the loop and had performed several 
he Pgh dives. 

tr. Giddy, whose funeral will take place 
at Plymouth, was a stand-by pilot for the 
R.A.F. ' Crazy " Squadron at Hendon. 

Returning the verdict, the foreman of the 
jury said that the high speed at which the 
machine was travelling . was an important 
contributory factor to the accident, taking

While Atkinson 's lorry was drawn up out- 
side a mill at which he had called, he was 
found in the driving cabin dead from 
asphyxia, due to carbon monoxide poison- 
ing. No defect had been found in the 
lorry engine.

way of getting carbon monoxide poisoning 
was by inhaling the exhaust of an internal 
combustion engine. One part of carbon 
monoxide to one thousand parts of air was 
sufficient to produce unconstionsness, and 
two to three parts produced death.

And, -whichever view be adopted in the 
neighbouring island, we think we cannot 
afford to reduce the quantities of the farm 
stuffs we at present grow in this. 

Of those who talk of over-production, many 
propose an import board as a rectifying 
medium. But. like all measures of State 
control, that is not free from serious dangers, 
Control of wheat imports side by side with 
a fixed price to the farmer might 
some fear, lead to an increased 
bread: so setting townsman = and 
grower into artificial antagonism. 

Possibly, the Wheat Board could adjust 
prices. But would -not the possible -gain 
to wheat-growing be offset by a decline 
in other branches of farming and lead to 
dissensions. amongst farmers themselves? 
If, as an alternative to ‘‘ sheltering ”’ 
branch of farm industry and exposing the 
others, all agriculture were protected, would 
not British expofts diminish in proportion 
to a*shrinkage in food imports? This is 
the argument of those who believe that no 
artifice yet expounded in favour of shelterinz 
agriculture is suitéd to an industrial nation, 
dependent for iis existence on expanding 
supplies of cheap food and of exported 
industrial products.

Agricultural and Non-Agricultural 
Prices: A World Problem. 


But*if. the means to be taken for improving 
the position of the farmer remain problema. 
tical, the need grows apace. The latest 
issue of, the Monthly Crop Report of the 
“ International Review of Agriculture,”’ to 
whose index numbers we have referred, states 
in its analysis of prices of agricultural 
products and of commodities bought by 
farmers (which must be read side by side 
with its list of the fall in prices of agri- 
cultural products for the first six months of 
this year) ,that the divergences between 
wholesale prices and the prices of agri- 
cultural products ‘‘have recently become 
accentuated almost everywhere, to the dlis- 
advantage of the latter, resulting in a more 
pronounced disequilibrium between the prices 
of .agricultural vrodycts and those of non- 
agricultural products.’’ 

Moderate. as this statement is, it is 
alarming. It demands the attention of 
-all. civilised States, both singly and, 
we suggest, in consultation. So far as the 
British situation is concerned, it would seem 
that no full policy can be framed until the 
countries of the Commonwealth have con- 
ferred. It is to be hoped that they will con- 
sidey their agricultural problems no less fully 
than the industrial. In Ireland these two 
Should be worked upon side by side, especi- 
ally if the view be entertained that a restric 
tion of production offers no solution of our 
particular problems, but that, at the same 
time, no. very great extension in farming or 
expansion in prices is to be expected within »

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A PLEA FOR. HOME- 
CURED BACON. 


- 


HE general objections made to the 
$ home-curing of bacon are the difficulty 

sometimes experienced in getting 
bacon to keep and the trouble in using 
economically every part of the pig. Bacon 
which, keeps badly is. generally either (1) 
killed at the wrong season, (2) an improper 
method of killing and dressing the carcase 
is used, or (3) it is carelessly cured. Such 
parts of the. pig as. are not needed for the 
farmer's household, or are unsuitable. for 
pickling ean usually be easily disposed of to 
lus neighbours, and most farmers’ wives are 
still capable of making the most of the offal 
Lin turning out: delightful. black puddings, 
sausages, brawn, and so on. 
A, common fault seems to be to over-fatten 
pigs. This is a mistake, for, besides. the 
, extra. expense of making the pig extxa heavy, 
there is difficulty in curing over-fat meat, 
and when cured it is rather wasteful. A 
rather hard-fed. pig-from-eight, to. ten months 
old, and weighing about 14 cwts., is the 
most, suitable. Experienced home-curers feed 
on a ration of equal parts of crushed oats 
and barley meal with skim or separated milk 
for about six weeks before killing, as. it pio- 
duces an excellent bacon of good flavour and 
quality. - It is a fallacy that pigs can only 
thrive on boiled foods; boiling for a large 
.number .of . pigs is very expensive “end 
laborious, and they will do every bit as “well, 
if not better,. if the meals are allowed to 
soak for some hours in the milk, and the 
stirabout ’’ is then fed to them. This 
method involves-very~ little trouble, and is 
practised on most modern farms. 


A Cold Weather Job. 


Again, it is important that killing should 
always take place in cold. weather: the best 
time for this operation is from November to 
March, “becatise heavy bacon cannot be 
satisfactorily cured in warm weathe? in the 
absence of chilling facilities. Begin to feed 
up your “ stores ' now, and they. will be 
ready to provide’ you with some delicious 
home-cured bacor betore Christmas. 

Tite ctiring may be done by brine or dry- 
salting, and in each ease the salt used should 
he pure and clean and about as coarse as 
granulated sugar. When pickling a pig of 
about. two cwfs. dead weight there are re- 
quired about 40lbs. salt, 1b. saltpetre, 2lbs. 
to 3lbs. sugar. The meat is first taken piece 
by piece, laid skin npwárda on a table and 
well ‘rubbed with the salt, saltpetre and 
‘sugar, keeping back ahout 14lbs. of the salt 
to make the brine. When thoroughly rubbed 
with the ‘salt the meat is packed in a. barrel

Since the victoriés gained by both breeds 
in our laying competitions have established 
the White Wyandotte and White ‘Leghorns 
favourites among egg-producing 
this cotntry, it “is mainly a 
question of choosing between. them, and, 
when this is the case, the conditions under 
which the birds.are to be kept will mainly 
affect the issue. The former are excellent 
on free range or for sem! intensive 
unless on very heavy rich land, where they 
are rather inclined to chills and rhumaties, 
On dry soil, even in exposed places, they 
do splendidly. When “kept on the’ mtensive 
system they quickly put up flesh, owing to 
insufficient exercise and so cease to. pay as 
lavers. The Leghorns, on the other hand, 
are ideal for intensive poultry-keepers, . as, 
owing to their small size, a greajer number 
can be kept on a limited space; they remain 
active a long. time and- do .not accumulate 
superflous flesh or go ** broody.’ On free 
range they are ‘apt to go rather wild and 
often find themselvés nests in the hedges 
and elsewhere; to check this habit, they 
could be confined to the house untik about 
11 a.m. when beginning to ‘lay, and when 
they get accustomed -to laying in the house 
thev will continue to do so after they are 
set at liberty. They are not at their best 
in véry cold piaces, a fairly mild climate, 
even though the land is damp and heavy,

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DRUMM BATTERY. 
FURTHER TESTS. 


Every day sees the Drumm battery being 
subjected to more. severe tests, and, as 
the official reports have indicated, the 
battery continues to come up to the ex- 
pectations of the inventor and those closely 
associated - with him. Yesterday some 
privileged members of the public, electrical 
experts and representatives of the Press, 
were favoured with the opportunity of 
seeing at first hand how these trials were 
progressing. 

From ten o'clock in the morning until 
five in the afternoon trial runs were made 
by the coach driven by the Dreumm battery 
over the stretch of Great Southern Railway 
from Ínchicore to Hazelhatch, and on each 
journey there was a party of about a dozen 
visitors 

All were favourably impressed with the 
demonstration of the power of the battery. 
The maximum speed attained was just over 
fifty miles an hour. In a trip during’ the 
afternoon, in which our representative took 
part, an average speed of just over forty 
miles was maintained both on the outward 
and return journey. 

Starting from the Inchicore siding, the 
coach slipped smoothly into its running, 
and in a vemarkably short space of time 
the speedometer was recording thirty, and 
then forty miles an hour. Even on the 
livht eoach the vibration was. almost 
nevligible, and even at the highest speed 
it was possible to write and read, After a 
short stop at Hazelhatch the return 
journey Was made without incident at the 
same speed, 

At the end of each trip the battery was 
recharged, the operation taking about ten 
minutes, 

The tull battery of seventy cells was in 
use during the tests. 

At. present Dr. Drumm and his 
leugues are concentrating on trying out 
the battery over a thirty-mile run, trans- 
mitting a ““ boost ” charge of eight or ten 
minutes at the end of each run. 

In the trials so far held the officials state 
that the battery has come up to expecta- 
Lions. 

lt ts thirty-three per cent. lighter in 
weight than the lead battery, and is, ac- 
cording to the officials, one hundred per 
eent. more efficient than the best storage 
battcry already on the market. ; 

These qualities, taken in con‘unction 
with its quickscharging capabilities, in the 
view of experts, mark the battery as a 
notable piece of work. 

THE BIG QUESTION. 

The big question that remains to be 
solved, and it is one which time alone can 
decide, is the question of the life-time of 
the battery. On this depends whether 
the battery will, or will not, be an 
economic proposition. The best battery 
on the market to-day has a life of ten 
The inventor and those associated 
with him are satisfied that a life of five 
years will make the Drumm battery an 
economic proposition. The present battery 
has not been working long enough to offer 
sufiicient evidence from which to calculate 
its life-time, but after twelve months’ trial] 
it will be ‘possible to gauge fairly 
accurately the period of the battery's life. 

Meantime, the tests are giving every 
satisfaction. There is nothing to ‘prevent 
the coach from making a trial run any day, 
even as far south as Cork City. It would 
simply mean a series of thirty or forty- 
mile runs with a stop of seven or eight 
minutes between the runs for the purpose 
of recharging. All that such a test could 
provide can be secured by the short thirty 
miles in and out from the base at Inchi- 
without interference with the 
ordinary train service.

Place Names. 


A correspondent writes:—Your para- 
graph about guaint Irish place names has 
greatly interested me. “The expression, 
“ Kerry, God help us,” originated, I 
believe, when migratory labourers, called 
‘‘ Spailpins,’’ came into Cork ‘and Kerry 
counties when potatoes were being dug. 
Several other - quaint Irish expressions 
come to my mind ; except in the Gaeltacht, 
most of these are dying out. ‘“Trigged out 
like a Knockfiernan fairy ’’ is a manner oí 
complimenting a smartly-dressed girl. At 
one time considerable jealousy—chiefily 
due to rivalry in sport—existed between 
Cork and Limerick, and since then the 
Cork people have blamed Limerick people 
for the saying, ‘‘ Cork’s own town, but 
the Devil’s own people.’’ Visitors to 
Youghal, who used to drink considerable 
quantities of sea water. gave rise to the 
expression, ‘‘ Youghal of the Owlishers.”’

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THE ILLEGITIMATE CHILDREN 
ACT. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE TRISIT TIMES. 

Sin,—The advice given by ‘‘ Lawyer ” in 
his letter on the IlJegitimate Children Act 1s 
timely anc appropriate, it may be well at 
this juncture to point out some of the defects 
in the Act which need attention immediately. 

In the event of an order 's being made against 
a putative father, who is, let us suppose, 
possessed of some interest in land which can 
be charged by a judgment mortgage, but has 
no assets that the sheviff can seize to satisfy 
the order of the Court, the mother’s only 
remedy, in the event of-a return of nulla 
bona, is to pursue the matter by the cir- 
cuitous route of an examination order. In 
the event of an order’s being made against a 
putative father who subsequently becomes a 
bankrupt or carries a composition, the mother 
cr Board of Public Assistance in whose favour 
the order is made would only rank as an 
ordinary creditor, 

When the Dail reassembles for the autumn 
session time could easily be found for an 
amending bill to provide that (1) orders 
under the Act could be converted into judg- 
ment mortgages; (2) neither the bankruptcy 
of the putative father nor the fact that he 
carries an arrangement with his creditors is 
to release or diminish the liability 6f such 
putative father in respect of an affiliation 
order except to such extent as may be ordered 
by the Court. In order to rectify any pos- 
sible injustice arising from these defects in 
the present Act the suggested bill ought to 
be made retrospective. Meantime the 
Minister for Justice should be requested by 
the organisations interested in the operation 
of the Act to frame rules governing the prac- 
tice and procedure under the Act.—Yours,

Myr, J. J. Lawson, M.P., Parlia- 
mentary Secretary to the Ministry of 
Labour, informed the Newcastle Evening 
Chronicle’s London Correspondent yester- 
day that it had been definitely decided 
by the Government that one of the new 
Cunarders will be built on Tyneside. The 
other has gone to the Clyde. 

Mr. Lawson also stated that schemes 
are under consideration by the Tyne 
Improvements Committee for the exten- 
sion of the Tyneside docks, so as to take 
the largest liners in the world, and for 
the development of British merchandise 
shipping, possibly with the aid of the 
subsidy from the Government. 

‘Our idea, which is now awaiting the 
approval of Mr, William Graham, the 
President of the Board of Trade,” he 
said. ‘‘ is that for every 2,000,000 tons of 
shipping scrapped in this country 
£1,000,000 should be spent on new ships 
to be built by firms here." 

£12,000,000 TO BUILD. 

The two Cunard vessels, it is estimated, 
will cost about £12,000,000. A large pro- 
portion of this sum represents wages, and 
employment on a large seale will be pro- 
vided, not only in the shipbuilding dis- 
tricts where the vessels are built, but in 
nearly ‘every industrial area in the 
country ; for a variety of trades will be 
concerned in the equipment and furnish- 
ing of the liners. 

The building of the new Cunarders will 
mark a fresh epoch in trans-Atlantic 
travel, and may mean the regaining for 
England of speed supremacy in the 
Atlantic. The Atlantic speed “ record ”’ 
is at present held by the German liner 
Europa, which has beaten her sister ship, 
the Bremen, by eighteen minutes. 

GOVERNMENT AND INSURANCE. 

The Government is assisting in the 
matter of insurance, which the Cunard 
Company described as “ the most impor- 
tant of vital questions they had to 
consider.”’ In a statement issued early 
this month the company said: “ The 
Cunard Company, of course, were unable 
to contemplate the building of a steamer 
which they were unable to insure, and, 
owing to the exceptional dimensions and 
character of the,proposed steamer, it has 
been obvious from the start that she 
would be outside the range of the ordinary 
insurance market.”’ 

The Government's proposal with regard 
to insurance, it was stated, was designed 
also to cover the second vessel, which, the 
company then said, it was hoped ‘‘ might 
follow immediately on the other.” 

SHIPYARD PREPARATIONS. 

It is expected that work on the first 
new Cunarder, which is to be built on the 
Clyde, will begin within a few months. 
Preparations are already in progress at 
the shipyard. It probably will take 
three years to finish the ship. Official 
particulars have not yet been issued, but 
there is little doubt that this ship's 
length will exceed 1,000 feet. Her gross 
tonnage will be about 70,000. | 

It is anticipated that the sister ship 
will be of similar proportions.

THE TAKING OF BATHS. 
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A DOCTOR’S ADVICE, 


One hot bath a week, preferably taken 
ait bedtime, is the minimum requirement of 
health. 

Cold baths should be taken early in the 
morning, but never after a meal. They 
should be avoided by the young, by the 
old, and by those with defective circulation. 

These hints on the care of the skin are 
given by Dr. D. Lechmere’ Anderson, 
medical officer. of health for Doncaster, in 
a paper issued by the Central Council for 
Health Education. 

Many never apply water to their heads 
tore than once a month. This is wrong 
-—the head should be washed once a week at 
least 

For delicate skins a fatty soap is desir: 
able, as being less liable to leave the skin 
too dry. 

After washing, the soap should be com- 
pletely removed with clean water, and the 
hody rapidly dried with a rough towel. 

Some people take a cold bath every morn- 
ing, but never a hot one, and claim—mis- 
takenly—that a hot bath is not necessary. 

The cold bath is suitable when followed 
by a feeling of exhilaration and warmth, 
but when hands and feet remain cold or 
blue, the baths are too cold, too prolonged, 
or unsuitable.

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JACK DIAMOND 
CASE.

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WOMEN AND HIGH 
TEMPERATURES. 
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AN AMERICAN ASSERTION, 
From Reruter’s CORRESPONDENT. 
NEW YORK, Wednesday. 

Women stand high temperatures better 
than men, according to a discovery made 
at the Carnegie Instituton, Cold Spring 
Harbour. 

The author of this finding, Dr. Oscar 
Riddle, has been experimenting with ring 
doves and pigeons, but he quotes experi- 
ments of several other scientists to show 
that it probably applies also to human 
beings. At 68 degrees the males showed 
á energy production of 3.361 calories, the 
emales 35.749. 

When the temperature was raised to 
86 Fahrenheit the male calory production 
dropped to 2.777, going lower than the 
female, which dropped to only 2.989. The 
decrease was 28.1 per cent. for the males 
and only 20.3 for the females. 

Dr. Riddle regards this phenomenon is 
being an important part of the processes 
of nature that determine sex.

At BALBRIGGAN District Court yester- 
day, before Mr. Reddin, Joseph Curry, Upper 
Mount street, Dublin, was charged with dan- 
gerously driving a ‘bus at Balrothery, as a 
result of which he drove into a flock of CCE 
and killed two and injured four others, which 
had to be destroyed.

Patrick O'Malley, an ex-British soldier, 
and his wife and six children have been 
evicted from a house which was built and 
presented to him free of rent at Knockon- 
roe, THOMASTOWN, by a gentleman who 
nade a fortune during the war. The house 
was built by the roadside on a piece of waste 
ground which previously was used as a 
depot for stones by the Kilkenny County 
Council, and as a resting-place for gipsies. 
The owner oi the land adjoining claimed the 
plot, and took legal proceedings to assert 
his title. Canon Doyle, Parish Priest, 
Thomastown, has obtained a temporary 
home for O'Malley and his family.

T.T. RACE AND TRAMWAY RETURNS. 
The efficiency of the municipal transport 
service on the occasion of the Ulster 1.1. 
Kace was commented upon at yesterdays 
meeting of the BELFAST ‘Tramway Com- 
mittee, over which the chairman (Mr. 
M’Clure) presided. The return of passengers 
peaeons throughout the day showed that the 
total conveyed to and from the race was 
496.414, as compared with 480,446 in the 
corresponding period of 1929. On the Dun- 
donald section, however, the aggregate 
registered 1,972 fewer passengers than the 
previous year, the number for 1929 being 
138,544, as against 136,572. The tram 
receipts for the fortnight ended 22nd inst. 
showed that 4,384,569 passengers were 
carried over the service, an increase of 
124,458 compared with 1929. In connection 
with the omnibuses, the passengers conveyed 
by this means represented an increase of 
73.156 over 1929, the total being 511,115, as 
against 237,959. 


ASSAULT ON POLICE. 

Owen McAteer, Balbyholland, was charged 
in custody at NEWRY Petty Sessions with 
having on 26th August assaulted Constables 
Monaghan and McClurg. Evidence was given 
hy Constable Monaghan to the effect that. 
having received a serious complaint, witness 
and Constable McClurg went to the back 
McAteer’s house, where they 

accused with a spade in 
his hands. He made a ‘swipe” at 
them with it, and thev had to retreat. 
Accused said that he would kill anyone whe 
came uear him. Constable McClurg, going 
through the hedge and coming up behind, 
succeeded in disarming accused. Mr. Collins, 
for the defence, said that the accused was 
the father of fourteen children, thirteen of 
whom were alive.

India’s First’ Need. 


Every day brings graver news of the 
conspiracy against British rule in India. 
Audacity and violence grow with the 
growth of British concessions to extreme 
demands. Within the last three days three 
outrages have been reported from Calcutta. 
On Monday a bomb was thrown at Sir 
Charles Tegart, the Commissioner of 
Police, who had a narrow escape from 
death. On Tuesday a police station in 
the suburbs was attacked, and yesterday 
morning, in an attack on another station, 
a policeman and three coolies were injured. 
Calcutta remains the centre of the revolt, 
but its swarms of agents are busy through- 
out the whole peninsula. Riots and loss 
of life occur daily in widely separated 
provinces. In Bombay and Bengal the 
boycott of British firms increases, with 
much loss of employment to native workers. 
While fighting has ceased for the moment 
at Peshawar, the North-West Frontier is 
like a wilderness of dry grass that awaits 
the dropping of a lighted match. In the 
meanwhile the Viceroy and his advisers 
mdintain vague negotiations with the im- 
prisoned leaders of the Congress Party. 
The situation will suggest analogies to 
students of quite recent history in Ireland. 
By the Government of India’s own, ad- 
mission the Congress Party, with which 
Simla keeps contact, is seditious and 
treasonable. It is, indeed, the brain and 
arm of the whole Indian conspiracy. It 
is responsible alike for the formidable 
riots in Sind and elsewhere; for the boycott 
movement in the industrial provinces, and 
for the serious raids on the North-West 
Frontier. 

So long as lawlessness prevails without 
check in India the agitators will believe— 
and will be able to persuade a vast and 
ignorant populace—that the British 
Raj is “on the run.” Will that belief 
create a favourable atmosphere for the 
Round Table Conference? Mr. Macdonald's 
Government may despise the warnings of 
so-called “ die-hards ” at home, but it has 
no excuse for contempt of the European 
community in India. Within the last few 
days the British merchants of Calcutta, a 
peace-loving and patient class, have ex- 
pressed their alarm at the growth of sedi- 
tion and disorder. They are not hostile 
to generous and even bold dévelopments 
of Indian government, but they insist that 
the restoration of law must be the 
Administration's first concern, Knowing 
the country, they realise that concessions 
which could be interpreted as a triumph 
for outrage and civil disobedience would 
solve no problem and would make the last 
-state of India worse than the first. Every 
concession extorted in such circumstances 
would be regarded as another nail in the 
cofin of that British rule which alone 
saves India from the fate of China. The 
European community of Calcutta, there- 
fore, has given a mandate to its delegates 
who will attend the Round Table Confer- 
ence in London. It instructs them to urge 
that constitutional change of any sort shal] 
be postponed to the restoration of order 
between the North-West Frontier and 


Ceylon. 
October 20th is the earliest date which 


has been proposed for the Round Table 
Conference, and the prior claims of the 
Imperial Conference may delay it till the 
first week of November. Many Indians 
dislike a winter gathering in London for 
climatic reasons; the Central Moslem 
Party, for political reasons, seeks a post- 
ponement of the Conference until next 
April. We believe that such postpone- 
ment is eminently desirable on the sole 
ground that during the winter months the 
state of India must become better or 
worse. If it becomes better, the postponed 
Conference will have larger chances of 
success. If the state of India becomes 
worse, the futility of any conference will 
be made manifest to the world. To-day the 
British Government has an opportunity. 
It is still free to adopt the advice of the 
Calcutta Englishmen, which is, in effect, 
that the Round Table Conference shall be 
postponed until India has recovereal the 
reign of law. This the 
weighty support of Viscount Sumner, Lord 
Sydenham of Combe, Lord Greenway, 
Field-Marshal Sir Claud Jacob, Sir 
Reginald Craddock and Sir. Michael 
O’Dwyer, who, in a letter to the Press, 
insist. that so long as disorder is flagrant 
in India a conference “ can be of no use 
and may be productive of great harm by 
promoting further illusions.”’ It is, indeed, 
clear that the Congress Party, in its 
present temper, would repudiate any con- 
clusions on which any sane conference 
could agree. When law has been restored 
in India, when British authority has re- 
gained its prestige, when the Congress 
Party has exchanged treason for reason 
—then, and then only, can a Round Table 
Conference expect any profitable results.

The Egg Trade.

According to a 
member of the Wicklow Committee, 
Chinese eggs actually are being imported 
into the Free State. During the first six 
months of the present year eggs to the 
total value of more than £20,000 were 
bought abroad, and have much 
sympathy with the suggestion that the 
Free State Government should be asked 
to place an embargo on such imports, 
The Irish Free State has almost ideal 
opportunities for poultry farming on a 
large scale. At the moment, in conse- 
quence of some stupid regulation, Free 
State eggs which go to England are classed 
as ‘‘ foreign ”; but this anomaly can be 
removed at the Imperial Conference which 
meets in London next month. Why should 
Free State eggs be ‘‘ foreign,’’ and, there- 
fore, regarded as inferior in quality to 
eggs from Northern Ireland? After all, 
it does not matter very much on which 
side of the border a hen lays her egg, 
although, for purposes of the export trade, 
it seems to make a world of difference. We 
see no reason why the Free State should 
not multiply her egg trade tenfold. Hard 
work will be necessary, but the rewards 
that no trouble ought 
to be spared. Mr. Hogan has done nis 
part by the introduction of his Eggs Act. 
The British market is open, and the rest 
depends upon the individual farmer.

Britain and Persia. 


“ Sandy Bahrein in the Persian Gulf '' 
threatens to emerge from her poetical and 
pearly setting to become the pivot of 
international complication. Recently the 
Sheikh of Bahrein granted a concession to 
a British oil syndicate, with the result 
that the Persian Government, always 
touchy where Persia’s erstwhile de- 
pendencies are concerned, has been aroused 
to vigorous action. A Note has been 
addressed jointly to the British Legation 
in Teheran and to the Secretary-General 
of the League of Nations, protesting 
vigorously against this alleged infringe- 
ment of Persian sovereignty. Apart from 
her literary appeal, Bahrein is not with- 
out tangible assets. In addition to oil, 
the islands for centuries have been famous 
for their pearl fisheries, and a large 
quantity of these gems is marketed every 
year in Bombay. To some extent the de- 
‘velopment of the artificial pearl industry 
has diminished Bahrein’s value in this re- 
spect, but the increased demand for’ oil has 
given her a new, and perhaps greater, i1m- 
portance. Persia’s suzerainty over the 
islands ceased, in fact, in 1783; and since 
then the Sheiks of Bahrein have concluded 
many independent treaties with foreign 
Powers without reference to Teheran. 
Nevertheless, Persian claims have been 
dormant rather than abandoned, and of 
late years have been resurrected, although 
neither geographically nor ethnologically 
is Bahrein a part of Persia. The most re- 
cent occasion on which these claims were 


|.pressed was in 1927, when they. were re- 


jected sharply by the British Government. 
Their resurgence after so short an interval 
bears a sinister aspect, since there is 
reason to suppose that Teheran has been 
inspired in thts matter by undesirable 
influences. Already Soviet Russia looks 
‘jealously at Britain’s dominant position in 
the oilfields of the Zagros range, and 
notoriously is anxious to embitter Perso- 
British Soon the world’s oil 
position will become acute, and then 
Persia will be the storm centre of a vast 
struggle for the world’s oil supply. For 
this reason the Bahrein incident cannot 
be ignored.

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Pitcairn Island. 


Mr. H. G. Pilling, the assistant to the 
High Commissioner of the Western Pacific, 
brings a distressing tale from Pitcairn 
Island. Until the+Panama Canal was 
opened and liners began to disembark 
demoralising influences on their shores, 
the Pitcairn islanders were a model for all 
communities. Their origin, it is true, was 
not auspicious, since they are descended 
mostly from the mutineers of the Bounty 
and their Tahitian wives. Nevertheless, 
their remote position and almost complete 
immunity from worldly affairs seem to 
have proved that a good environment can 
conquer the worst heredity. Under the 
wegis of a Seventh Day Adventist Chapel 
the chief magistrate held patriarchal sway, 
and the mutual amity of the inhabitants 
appears to have exceeded, if on a quieter 
note, that extolled by Frothblowers in 
their anthem. Now with the advent of 
commerce the serpent has entered this 
Eden. Whereas in earlier times these 
simple folk were content to share their 
goods, and paid their dues with willing 
promptitude, a disruptive. tendency 
towards ‘‘ individualism ' has manifested 
itself. According to Mr. Pilling, people 
of Polynesian blood always can regard 
everything as communal property except 
money earned by their own labour. Thus 
for them an increase of prosperity 
inevitably involves a root-and-branch 
revolution in their way of life, which, in 
the case of Pitcairn Island, has had de- 
plorable consequences. Not only will the 
natives no longer obey the just commands 
of authority, but they have lapsed into 
worse irregularities. One note of hope 
survives ; they have retained their musical 
taste, and Mr. Pilling is able to report 
that, amid the welter of Pitcairn’s ill- 
doing, the harmonium still can be found, 
a link with nobler days.

Actually the number totally unemploved 
shows not a decrease, but an increase of 
over 15,000 on the week, and the decrease 
occurs in the number temporarily out of 
work. The most important figures in the 
return are those relating to totally unem 
ployed, and these have increased by over 
100,000 in the course of the last month 
for, whereas the total on July 14th was 
1.206,200, it has risen now to 1,312.000 
There can be no improvement in the indne. 
trial situation until the number totall+ 
unemployed is reduced. and so far the 
figures under this heading show a con 
tinuous tendency tg rise. _

WARSAW, Wednesday. 

Marshal Pilsudski, the Polish Dictator, 
has often enough expressed his contempt 
for parliamentarianism and for Polish 
Deputies, but rarely has such frank and 
crude language been used as he employed 
in an interview to-day with the Govern- 
ment paper, Gazeta Polska. 

His chief anxiety, he said, was to alter 
the Constitution, “which at present ‘s 
like a piece of rotting meat mixed with 
foul bacon and putrid cabbage, and as 
much unwashed as the spirit of the 
Deputies, who in Poland are an infamous 
band The entire work of the Parliament 
stinks, so that the air is poisoned.’’ This, 
he said, delayed work.

MR. CHARLES W. SCOTT. 


The Commissioners for Irish Lights have 
suffered a great loss in the death of Mr. 
Charles William Scott, C.E., which occurred 
last Tuesday at his residence, ‘‘ Lansdowne,” 
Brav. He was a son of the late Archdeacon 
Scott, Bray, and brother of Chancellor George 
Digby Scott, Rector of Bray. The late Mr. 
Scott entered the services of the Irish Lights 
in 1894, and in 1900 he was appointed 
Engineer-in-Chief. 

He occupied g íoremóst place in that branch 
of the engineering profession which specialises 
in lighthouse work. He was responsible for 
carrying to completion the important work 
of building the present Fastnet Rock Light 
house off Cape Clear, County Cork, which 
was designed by his predecessor, Mr. William 
Douglas. 

The late Mr. Scott also designed and built 
the only other important lighthouse estab 
lished on the Irish coast in recent years-— 
that near the western end of Rathlin Island.

Aero Clubs. 


Though travel by air is increasing in 
popularity, there is not a proportionate 
growth of private flying in this country. 
A new Aero Club has been opened at 
Windsor, which brings the total up to 
about 25, with a membership of over 
5,000, most of whom have obtained their 
flying certificates. The number of private 
owners of machines just fails to reach 
250. Thirteen of the clubs receive 
annual grant from the Government, and 
the subsidy this vear is £15,000 for divi 
sion among them, in return for which 
they assist the Royal Air Force to give 
preliminary instructicn to recruits to that 
Service.

inches). It is one of the finest portraits 
which this artist painted of his wife, 
Saskia Van Ulenborgh, very likely the first 
one ce ar ges of her since Rembrandt got 
engaged in June, 1633, and married one 
year later, in 1634. 
" As the painting is dated 1633, 1t was pro- 
bably executed in the second half of that 
year, soon after the fine portrait drawing 
in the Berlin print room (dated June, 
1633), which represents Saskia with very 
similar features. The charm which the 
artist has given to the face, as well as the 
care and vigour with which the picture 1s 
executed, speak for the happy mood of 
Rembrandt during this perioa. The paint- 
ing, beautiful in colour and expressive in 
the chiaroscuro, is in an excellent state of 
preservation. 

It has been engraved in the 18th century 
by Marcenay under the title of ‘‘ La Dame 
aux Perles.’’ Several old copies have been 
known to me before the present picture 
turned up. It will be reproduced in the 
first supplemental volume to Dr. Bode’s 
Rembrandt work, and in the new edition 
of my book in Klassiker der Kunst.

In the early morning a thunder storm 
was raging in mid-Channel, about twenty 
or thirty miles from the Irish eoast,: and 
in a north-north-easterly direction be- 
tween Dublin and Holyhead. From about 
2 o'clock until 5 a.m. the roll, of the 
thunder could be heard in the city and 
the flashes of lightning were very vivid 
and at times lit up the streets. When 
the storm’ passed, however, the sky 
cleared and the sun came out in all its 
glory to greet the city as it awoke. 


FLIGHT TO THE SEASIDE. 
As the day wore on the heat became 
greater as the thermometer continued to 
rise. Freed from the cares of work and 


business—for yesterday was the half- 
holiday for many—thousands of city 
car, 


people betook themselves by motor 
‘bus, train and tram away from the 
to the clear air of the country and sea- 
side. All through the afternoon and 
evening they flocked down to Howth, 
Bray, Kingstown, Dollymount and the 
other watering places along the coast. 

Along the sea fronts children enjoyed 
to the full the good weather. For some 
weeks past they have been on holidays, 
and since the ‘‘ breaking-up’’ of the 
schools there has been little, if any, sun- 
shine. 


COOLER WEATHER APPROACHING. 

At the present there are no signs of 
any material change in the, weather, 
although cooler weather is said to be 
coming. During the past two or three 
days warm breezes have been carried 
across Spain and France towards Great 
Britain and the Eastern half of Ireland, 
and this accounts for the sudden change. 

Last night the barometer, while’ in- 
clined to go up, maintained a steady 
level. During the day the wind was from 
the south-west. 

To-day thé weather will again be fine, 
but there may be some thunder and 
lightning.

SEVERAL DEATHS. 

England sweltered yesterday in tropical 
heat. Everywhere people, listless and 
perspiring, watched the thermometer 
mount to a temperature that has not been 
reached in late August for many years. 
London, with a maximum temperature of 
92 degrees in the shade at 5 p.m., was 
the hottest place. 

It was in 1906 that a temperature of 
more than 90 degrees at the end of Auzust 
was last recorded in the London district. 
90.9 degrees were then registered at Kew. 


A GRADUAL DECLINE. 


The temperature fell but slowly 
during yesterday evening. At 5.15. the 
shade temperature was 91; at: seven 


o'clock there had been a drop of four 
degrees, at eight o’clock it was 85, at 
nine o'clock 82, with a further drop of 
one degree at ten o'clock, At eleven 
o'clock it was 80 degrees, and at mid- 
night it was just under that figure. 
Cardington registered a maximum of 91; 
Cranwell and Malvern 90, and Prestatyn 
and Llandudno, on the Welsh. coast, 
recorded 89 degrees. : 

The hottest places on the East coast were 
Hunstanton (87) and Cromer (86). Folke- 
stone was the hottest resort on the South 
coast with 85 degrees. 

WHERE IT WAS COOL. 

Inland maximum temperatures of 88 
were fairly general. To find really cool 
conditions it was necessary to go as far 
north as Stornoway, where at seven o’clock 
last night the temperature was. only 59 
degrees. ‘The minimum reading forwarded 
from Iceland was 42 degrees. e 

Cooler weather conditions are promised 
in the forecast issued by the Air Ministry 
last night. 

“Apart from local rain or showers in 
the extreme West and loca] thunderstorms 
in Great Britain,’’ states the forecast, 
‘weather will be mainly fair, and will be 
cooler in most districts.’’ 

SEVERAL DEATHS FROM HEAT. 

Mrs. Marvy Dyke (66) collapsed owing 
to the excessive heat at King’s road, 
Cardiff, yesterday, and dicd almost 
immediately. The husband went outside 
his shop for a moment, and on his return 


found his wife lying dead behind the 
counter. The temperature recorded at 


Cardiff was 87 degrees. 
During “ie heat wave yesterday after- 
noon James Souter, an elderly man, of 
Whetley Hill, Bradford, collapsed in 
Wellington Street Station, Leeds. He was 
taken to the infirmary, where he died 
shortly after admission. 

Robert Mellor (65), 
Burslem, Stoke-on-Trent, collapsed and 
died in his home yesterday. His death 
is believed to be due to the heat. 

David Smith (43), married, of Rhydvfro, 
Pontardawe, Glamorgan, collapsed from 
heat in the annealing department of a 
Pontardawe tinplate works. He died 
shortly after being taken home. 

HEAT SETS OFF A FIRE ALARM. 

The official shade temperature taken to- 
day at the University Botanical Gardens, 
Cambridge, was ninety degrees Fahrenheit. 
Only sixteen times has there been a 
reading of ninety degrees or over at the 
Botanical Gardens in the twenty-seven 
summers of records, «nd not for seven 
years—-on July 13th, 1925, when it was 
ninety-four—has it been exceeded. That 
was second only to the “ record ’’ of 1911, 
when there was a reading. of 95.9 on 
August 9th. The shade temperature :n 
Nottingham to-day was 90.5. 

The heat was responsible for a false 
alarm of fire at a lace manufacturer's 
factory, the alarm going off automatically.

LABOUR’S PLEA FOR 
REPUDIATION. 


WHY IT CANNOT BE 
ENTERTAINED. 


From Revuter’s CORRESPONDENT. 
SYDNEY, NEW SOUTH WALES, 
Wednesday. 

The decisions reached yesterday by a 
committee representing the Australian 
Labour Party, the Labour Council and 
affiliated unions on the findings of the 
Premiers’ Conference on the report of Sir 
Otto Niemeyer, their repudiation of all 
War debts, and their demand for a five 
years’ moratorium: in respect of the 
interest payable on Government oversea 
loans, were not voted by the delegates of 
the Miners” Federation and of the 
Australian Workers’. Union, who are 
powerful factors in the situation, and who 
did not attend. Yesterday's recommenda- 
tions must be endorsed by the Australian 
Labour Party Executive, which is meeting 
to-morrow. 

Mr. Davies, secretary of the Miners’ 
Federation, said that the Central Council 
would probably discuss the question 
to-morrow. The miners were calling a con- 
ference. of Australasian Councils of 
Trade Unions next month to discuss the 
position of the unemployed, the efforts to 
effect a cut in wages, and Sir Otto 
Niemeyer’s visit. 


GOVERNMENT'S ATTITUDE. 

Mr. J. E. Fenton, Minister of Trade and 
Acting Prime Minister, in Mr. Scullin’s 
absence, states that the Government has 
no intention of repudiating the agreement 
reached at the Premiers’ Conference to 
stabilise the economic position. 

He referred to Mr. Scullin’s speech on 
the Budget and to the statement which he 
made before leaving the country, to the 
effect that repudiation would suggest 
default. This would be calamitous to the 
whole structure of the present system, and, 
moreover, would throw nearly a million 
people out of work. Such suggestions could 
not be tolerated. 

The question of the repudiation of 
War debts is exciting eonsiderable con- 
troversy throughout Australia. Mr. Bailey, 
President of the Central Branch of the 
Australian Workers’ Union, does not see 
anything wrong with repudiating the 
decisions of the Premiers’ Conference re- 
lating to reduced wages and increased 
hours, as they are against labour prin- 
ciples. But he does not favour repudia- 
tion of the War debt. He thinks that 
interest should be reduced to. the level of 
that paid by other countries of the 
Empire. 

Mr. J. T. Lang, Labour Premier and 
Treasurer of New South Wales in 1925, 
on Saturday informed candidates for the 
State elections, probably to be held in 
November, that it would be as well to 
keep off controversy on the financial situa- 
tion and the question of repudiation of 
War debts, insistence upon which would 
be likely to damage the Labour Party’s 
prospects. 

PRESS COMMENT. 

In a critical leading article to-day the 
Sun says that the contribution of a section 
of the labour “ bosses' of New South 
Wales to the financial problem of the 
Commonwealth is characteristic. Happily, 
adds the paper, this unhelpful attitude is 
confined to New South Wales. While a 
policy of “‘ non-co-operation which would 
commend itself to Mr. Gandhi has been 
adopted by the Labour leaders in this 
State, the parties in. the other States of 
the Commonwealth are willing to meet 
the. national crisis by a measure of co- 
operation. In Victoria there is no dissent 
except by a few “left wingers’’ from the 
idea of mutual efforts towards economy 
and better finance. South Australia is 
beginning an economy campaign with the 
object of balancing her Budget.. This is 
recognised as the only way to regain 
solvency, and the Opposition is unwilling 
to hinder the task. In Western Australia 
the Premier and the leader of the Opposi- 
tion are working together to restore solvency, 
and in Queensland there is no attempt by 
the Labour Opposition to deny the reality 
of the financial problem. 

“ Let the saner spirits of Labour look at 
the. facts,” adds the paper, “and at the 
attitude of Labour generally before falling 
in with a project which will effect nothing 
but embarrassment of the national Govern- 
ment. which has recognised reluctantly 
that the economic crisis cannot be escaped 
without sacrifice.”’

_ MISS SPOONER’S GUIDE. 

Miss Spooner’s task in this lap of the 
race was tacilitated by the fact that the 
organisers of the race sportingly placed at 
her disposal a lieutenant of the Italian 
Air Force, Count di Robilant, who, being 
thoroughly acquainted with every inch of 
the ground, helped her to find the fields 
where she had to land. 

This was considered necessary as a 
sequel to the first lap, the fesult of which 
was completely falsified: by Miss Spooner’s 
losing forty minutes in finding the field at 
San Marino. If it had not been for that 
she would have been second in both laps.

| observes :—The fifteenth centenary of St. 


Augustine of Hippo, who died on August 
28, A.D. 430, directs our thoughts to one 
of the chief influences that have moulded 
the mind of the western world. Not that 
proved a! single 
colierent philosophy, or.even a tendency 
working, in a single direction. The great 
African has inspired the most diverse 
movements. Accepted as a ‘massive pillar 
of orthodovy by the Roman Charch, some 
of whose distinguished sons publish to- 
day a ‘‘ mOnuident’’ to his genius in the 
shape of a volume of able essays, he ‘was 
also claimed as guide by the Jansenist 
heresy that was for generations a thorn 
in the ‘flesh of thé same ‘body, while 
earlier still it was upon his peculiar views 
of the impotence of man, the absoluteness 
of: divine grace and the fearful mystery 


based their revolt against the whole 
traditional system of Latin Catholicism. 

Similarly, im the sacramental contre- 
versies that continue to rend Christendom, 
the varied deliveries of his rich and turbid 
intelligence have been taken as: the 
stay both of the: extremist Protestant 
symbolism and of the most rigid sacerdotal 
literality—a fact which has not prevented 
his ideas and language ‘from informing 
the ‘golden mean of the Prayer-book Com- 
munion Office. 


OTHER ASPECTS. 


Nor are these paradoxes exhausted 
within. the sphere of pure _ theological 
speculation. An adept in that Neo- 
Platonic system for which the visible 
world and “its strivings ate but 
the idle and. insignificant shadows 
of unseen spiritual essences, St. 


Augustine has been taken, in virtue of 
his treatise on ‘‘ The City of God,’’ as the 
founder of the philosophy of history. 

A sombre pessimist in his beliefs about 
human nature, he was the preserver of the 
classic humanities, amid the decay of the 
ancient ‘world—the last echoes of the 
Dialogues of Socrates, it has been said, 


his friends at Cassiciacum, and his charm 
extorts the homage of the hiimanist author 
of “The Life of Reason,’’ Mr. George 
Santayana. He was a, passionate dogma- 
tist, who yet placed the intuitions of 
interior faith above the certainties of 
dialectic, a champion of ecclesiastical 
unity, even.to the extreme of persecution, 
who yet seems, at bottom, to care for only 
two realities—his soul and its Creator. 
And even better known are the incon- 
sistencies of his personal character—his 
hot sensuality, at war with a keen

YOUNG STUDENT S BODY 
FOUND ON SANDS.

A young clerical student lost his life 
at Howth, Co. Dublin, yesterday after- 
noon. He was Patrick: A. O'Dwyer, aged 
19, a student of. Rockwell College, and a 
native of Cashel, Co. Tipperary. 

The deceased youth had been on holiday 
in Howth, and was staying at the Foiltra 
Hotel. It appears that he went to bathe 
about four o'clock at the Claremont beach, 
near the Great Northern Railway Station, 
a place which is not used by bathers. 
There were no witnesses of the accident, 
but the theorv advanced is that he was

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TELEPHONE TRUNK 
CALLS. 


———— 
NEW METHOD OF PRO- 

CEDURE IN FREE STATE. 

The Department of Posts and Telegraphs 
in Dublin announces that on Monday, the 
lst September, a new method of super- 
vising telephone trunk calls will come into 
operation. 

The present procedure, under which the 
telephone operator enters the circuit at the 
end of three minutes and asks the calling 
subscriber. whether he desires. to have 
another call, will ceases and in future sub- 
scribers will be.allowed to continue their 
trunk conversations as long as they wish, 
subject to prevailing traffic conditions. 
The operator will merely enter the circuit 
at the end of each three-minute period and 
sav, ‘© Three minutes,” “ Six minutes,” 
““ Nine minutes,’” etc. 

There ‘will be a change also as regards 
the method of charging for trunk calls for 
distances over thirty-five miles. Hitherto 
all trunk calls have been charged for in 
three-minute periods. Under the new 
arrangement extensions of time beyond the 
initial period of three minutes will be 
charged minute by minute in the case of 
calls over thirty-five miles. Thus, in the 
case of such calls, a subscriber may in 
future have a call for four, five, six or 
seven, etc., minutes,

NEW WING OPENED. 


The Governor-General of the Irish Free 
State, who was accompanied by Lieutenant 
Wall, A.D.C., attended at St. Patrick's 
Hospital, James’s street, Dublin, yester- 
day afternoon, and performed the opening 
ceremony of a new wing, and a number of 
additional rooms for the special treatmeat 
of patients. There was a large attend- 
ance, who cordially greeted the Governor- 
General on his arrival. 

The new wing consists of a fine three- 
storey building, with ‘vita’ glass 
windows. The rooms are all fitted out in 
a bright manner with all modern con- 
veniences and appliances. The roof, 
which is flat and railed in, commands a 
splendid view of the city and the Pheenix 


Park. 
THE CHIEF JUSTICE. 


Introducing the Governor-General, 
Chief Justice Kennedy said that he had 
been asked by the Buard of Governors, of 
the hospital to express to His Excellency 
their great appreciation of the honour 
which he had done the hospital in coming 
there to declare open the new wing, whic 
the Governors recently had added to the 
institution, together with the new pro- 
vision for the skilled and modern treat- 
ment of mental disease. 

The hospital was one, he said, of the 
most historic institutions of Dublin, being 
founded by Dean Swift by a legacy ut 
virtually all his property unde? his. will. 
It was constituted shortly after his death 
by a Charter, which was the first State 
recognition of the institution, granted in 
the time of King George II., in the year 
1747. Several other necessary additional 
charters were granted as a result of which 
the institution felt itself within the eye 
and favour of the State. 


IRELAND’S FIRST MENTAL 
HOSPITAL. 


It was the first mental hospital for the 
treatment of mental diseases in Ireland, 
and for many years the only one. He was 
pleased to inform His Excellency that 
that was not the occasion of a collection. 
(Laughter.) The additions which had beén 
erected had all been carried out out ‘of 
the funds of the institution which had 
been wisely administered. There had 
not been, nor would there be, any appeal 
to the public for funds. 


THE GOVERNOR-GENERAL. 


The Governor-General, who was received 
with applause, said—I am glad to be asso- 
ciated with the opening of the new build- 
ing which has just been added to this 
hospital. I need not enter into details as 
to the additional services which it will 
enable St. Patrick’s Hospital to render to 
the mentally afflicted. The important 
points to recognise are that it will afford 
better facilities for methods of treatment 


which have in recent years been found to 
be beneficial, and that the already high 
percentage of recoveries among patients 
should consequently be raised in the 
future. I feel sure that you would like me 
to congratulate the Governors and the 
Medical Superintendent on being both 
willing and able to maintain the reputa- 
tion, of Swift’s foundation. 

History dwells on the personally 
pathetic side of Swift's generous bequest. 
lt dees not dwell on the difficulties of his 
executors in realising that portion of the 
bequest which consisted in loans recover- 
able from poor men trying to develop busi- 
ness in Dublin. Swift’s practical sym- 
pathy with poverty or suffering did not 
begin to operate after his death, thouch 
his bequest made it possible to found the 
hrst, and for half a century the only, 
hospital in Ireland for the relief of mental 
sufferers. 


ROBERT EMMET’S FATHER. 


I am not ‘going to occupy your time with 
an account .of the development of this 
hospital or with references to the dis- 
tinguished medical men who have been 
associated with it, but I must mention one 
physician who was publicly thanked for 
his sympathetic efficiency. Dr. Emmet, 
the first paid physician, was the father of 
Robert Emmet. Each in his own way en- 
riched our country by passing on an 
honourable tradition. The tradition 
handed down through this hospital from 
Dr. Emmet is still flourishing, but to-day 
medical services such as his are no longer 
recognised by personal presentations, but 
by affording greater opportunities of 
rendering efficient service. I know that 
Dr. Leeper places a higher value on the 
modern and less obviously personal 
manner of recognition. | 

I do not doubt that this hospital and its 
branch at Lucan will continue to preserve 
the eighteenth century traditions of 
charitable helpfulness and of sympathetic 
efficiency, and that its Governors wil! 
always, as now, recognise professional 
eficiency by removing obstructions to the 
applieation of steadily advancing medical 
knowledge. 


“ SWIFT’S HOSPITAL.” 


Mr. J. A. Maconchy said that they 
were sitting in the ward of what was 
known as Swift’s Hospital, but was called 
St. Patrick s Hospital. So enshrined was 


the name of Swift in the hearts of the 
people that no effort could rob the 
hospital of- that name. He came over 


practically a stranger, and in a few years 
he was the most idolised man in Ireland. 
His power of sarcasm had never been 
equalled, and behind his fierce, biting wit 
there was a wonderful strain of tender- 
ness. His life had been clouded by the 
dread malady of mental affliction, and 
all his fortune went to alleviate the 
sufferings of those who might become 
afflicted by the same disease. 
Continuing, Mr. Maconchy said that the 
report of the Government Inspector o* 
\sylums had been very flattering to them. 


Within the past thirty years. the 
Governors, with Dr. Leeper, had re- 
modelled the whole treatment of the 


hospital patients, and they were now in 
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tae ven of institutions for ameliorative 

weatment of the people whose minds be- 

came either temporarily or permanently 

-afflicted. 

_ HONOUR FOR DR. LEEPER. 

Chief Justice Kennedy said that he 
wished to make it known that Dr. Leeper 
was now President-Elect of the Royal 
Psychological Association, and to be 
President of that Association was, 
amongst men of his profession, regarded 
as the highest honour they could attain. 
(Applause. ) 

THE MEDICAL SUPERINTENDENT. 

Dr. Leeper, who was received with 
applause, cordially thanked the Chief 
Justice for his kind remarks, and said 
that when the Association met next year 
in Dublin they might take it as a compli- 
ment to the country that the President 
was an Irishman. (Applause.) 

Continuing, Dr. Leeper said, in 1731 
it was in Swift’s mind te build a hospital 
called Bedlam, in Dublin. In 1735 
appears as issued from his garret in More- 
fields—then the site of Bedlam—a scheme 
for the foundation of a Hospital for 
Incurables. This hospital for incurables 
was to admit incurable fools, incurable 
rogues, incurable liars, and the incurable 
vain and envious were to be eligible for 
admission on an urgency order, He sug- 
gests that, on the foundation, he, him- 
self, should be admitted on a certificate as 
an incurable scribbler. (Laughter. ) 

We have recently obtained a photo- 
graph of a letter written by the Dean io 
Eaton Stannard, then (1735) Recorder of 
the City of Dublin, setting forth his in- 
teátion to found St. Patrick's Hospital. 
This letter, written ten years before his 
death, is a truly characteristic one, and 
you may all see a photograph of it here 
to-day. ‘The original letter was recently 
solc in London for £150, and the price cf 
it to-day is over 500 guineas. In 1740 
Swift wrote :— 

: “ He gave the little wealth he had, 

To build a house for fools, or mad, 

And showed, by one satiric touch, 

No nation wanted it so much.” 

THE DEAN'S PROPHECY. 

As time is short, I cannot do better than 
state something of the work. of this hospital. 
Founded in 1745, it was the first :nental hos- 
pital founded in Ireland, and for many years 
the only one, the Government rot having 
established any public mental or district hos- 
pital for mental disease. It was not until 
1815 that Grangegorman Mental Hospital, 
the parent of all the district mental hospitals 
in Ireland, was erected. 

The Dean stated, with prophetic foresight, 
that, if a hospital extended from here to the 
Phenix Park, there would be always more 
applicants for admission than there would 
be room fer. This prophecy, in its partial 
fulfilment, explains the extension which Your 
Exceileney is here to open to-day. The 
Governors found extension necessary owing 
to the Jarger number of voluntary patients 
coming forward for treatment, this voluntary 
coming forward being due to the fact that 
the old idea—of there being a difference he- 
t-cen disease of the brain and nervous sys- 
tem from that of the other organs of the 
body—is becoming dissipated and a more 
rational vutlook on the causation and treat- 
ment of mental diseases is becoming recog- 
nised 
THE RECOVERY RATE, 

The Governors of this hospital have pro- 
vided us with every means of carrying out 
every modetn therapeutical method for the 
alleviation and cure of all forms of thental 
and the recovery rate, for the past 
thirty vears. has never fallen below fifty per 
cent. on our admissions. This figure does not 
include many who have been so far relieved 
as to live at home with their celatives and 
lead happy and useful lives. That the work 
of the hospital is appreciated is proved by 
the fact that patients are daily admitted from 
all over Treland, North and South (for 1n- 
sanity las no boundary, tough sanity may 
have) and that there have been more patients 
admitted during the past ten years than were 
admitted in the previous fifty vears of the 
hosnital’s existence. (Applause.) 

The Governor-General then formally de- 
clared the new addition open, ;nd, with a 
large party of visitors, went through the new 
building,, end subsequently inspected por- 
traits and letters of Swift and other docu- 
ments and articles of interest in the gallery, 
which were explained by Dr. Leeper.

LAUNCH OF THE OTAIO. 


The :otor vessel Otaio was successfully 
launched from the Naval Uonstruction Works 
of Messrs. Vickers-Armstrongs, Limited, at 
Barrow-in-Furness on Tuesday; but contrary 
t» the usual custom, and at the special re- 
quest of the owners, there was no. launching 
ceremony. 

The Otaio is a twin-screw Diesel-driven 
vessel, being constructed for the New Zealand 
Shipping Co., Ltd., under the supervision of 
Messrs. Esplen, Son, and Swainston, Ltd., 
London, and to Lloyd’s highest class. The 
principal] dimensions are as follows:—Length 
between perpendiculars, 470 ft.; length over- 
all, 490 it.; breadth moulded, 67 ft.; depth, 
moulded to upper deck, 40 ft.; speed, 15} 
knots; deadweight (minimum), 12,300 tons. 

Five of the cargo holds and several of the 
‘tween deck spaces are being insulated for 
the carriage of refrigerated cargoes, each 
space having a large hatchway, served by 
four 10-ton cargo derricks, with the necessary 
winches. In addition, a 50-ton derrick is 


being fitted for use at Nos. 2 and á hatch- 
wavs for dealing with heavy lifts. 

The officers and crew are all betthed amid- 
ships in -well-furnished cabins, having sepa- 
rate mess. rooms and bathrooms for the 
various ratings. The galley, pantries, smoke- 
rooms, and stor?-rooms are also arranged

SYDNEY LABOUR 
DEMANDS. 

In a message from Sydney yesterday 
The Times Correspondent says :—There are 
three more stages to be passed before the 
menacing resolutions of the Special Labour 
Committee...delegates:. from. the Sydney 
unions, including the reference to repudia- 
tion of War debts, can have any practical 
effect upon the Labour movément either 
in this State or the Commonwealth: The 
action of the union bodies ‘yesterday’ in 
calling.upon the New South Wales Labour 
Party Executive to insist upon the re- 
pudiation of War debts and the reforms 


proposed by the Premiers’ Conference, and: 


to ask for a five years’ moratorium on the 
service of Government oversea loans, will 
have' to be judged by the issue of these 
The first will be the decisions. of 
the Australian Workers’ Union and the 
Miners’» Federation, which have yet to 
pronounce on the question; the second, 
the adoption or modification of the Com- 
mittee’s resolution by the State Exccutive 
of the Australian Labour Party, which 
will meet on Friday night; and the third 
will .be the decision of the Australian 
(‘ongtess of Trade Unions, which will meet 
at Melbourne cn September 9th. 

In: connection with these resolutions it 
should: be remembered that the Sydney 
Labour Council, which prompted and con- 
vened the Special Committee. has forsome 
vears galloped fat ahead of the more sober 
sections of the Lobeur movement, many 
members of which seek to brush aside 
its activities a. mere “hot air.” 
It ‘corresponds’* to Mr. Macdonald's 
Left Wing, but has greater possibilites 
within the movement; because it may be 
able to sway the State Executive towards 
expelling — or refusing to endorse, the New 
South Wales members: in the Federal 
Parliament. These number twenty, being 
nearly half the total of the Federal Party. 

This Labour Council. moreover, was 
powerful enough, after the last election, 
to send a delegation to Canberra to force 
Mr. Beasley, a Parliamentary novice, 
formerly prominent in the Coun@, into 
the ‘Scullin’ Ministry (he was made an 
honorary Minister, with Senator Barnes 
and: Mr. Forde). 

; THE WORKERS’ UNION. 

Mr. Fenton, Acting Prime Minister, in 
a statement to-day. declines to fecede an 
inch from the attitude already. autlined 
by Mr. Sceullin. It is clearly indicated 
that the Australian Workers’ Union will 
not support repudiation. The » Miners’ 
Federation has not yet intimated its 
attitude, but it will probably range. itself 
on the side of the Australian Workers’ 
Union. Both these organisations, how: 
ever, may vigorously endeavour to avoid 
deviation of wages. The possible outcome 
of the whole business may be to create 
that split in the Labour Party which the 
activities of the mUitants have often, more 
or less, definitely threatened. Political 
necessities have hitherto enabled many 
serious sehisms within the party to be 
overcome. Much of the immediate future 
will depend on the attitude, as yet un- 
declared, of the State Labour leader, Mr. 
Lang, who has courted the left wine 
good deal, but has never quite subscribed 
to its policies,

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INDIAN CONGRESS. 
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LEADERS ARRESTED. 

From “' THe Times ” CORRESPONDENT. 

SIMLA, Wednesday. 

Pandit Madan Mohan Malaviya, Mr. J. V. 
Patel, Dr. Ansari and some half-dozen 
other members of the All-India Congress 
Working Committee were arrested at 
Delhi to-day, and the news is likely to 
have a considerable steadying effect, as 
it will once more demonstrate that the 
Government has both the powers effec- 
tively to deal with subversive activities 
and intends to use them to prevent ta 
owh subversion. There has been some 
wonderment at the Government’s failure, 
after the first declaration that the Com- 
mittep was an unlawful association to 
deal with the Committee’s relays of 
members more sternly than it~ has 
done, particularly at its toleration 
of the. recent meeting of the Com- 
mittee of Bombay. But it is. safe to 
assume that, as the Committee held the 
meeting at Bombay during the progress 
of the peace talks led by Mr. Jayakar, 
the Government wanted to give the Com- 
mittee a chance to show whether it was 
ready to help the Government. . 

The resolutions passed at the meeting 
showed it was not ready. There followed 
a resolution by the so-called Bombay War 
Council of the Congress definitely hostile 
to the peace move. The Bombay League 
of Youth afterwards passed a similar 
resolution. Maulano Abdul Kalam Azad, 
acting President of the Committee, ex- 
pressed, a little later, similar sentiments 
in a public speech in Delhi. It was, 
thetefore, clear that the Committee 
when it arranged its new meeting in Delhi 
had no intention to’ use the occasion to 
assist Mr. Jayakar’s or anybody’s efforts 
towards conciliation; and peace. There 
was, on the contrary, every reason to 
expect that they proposed. to do all they 
could to prejudice the peace negotiations 
and .stimulate their own mischievous 
campaign. 

The Government could hardly still con 
tinue their forbearance, and the Chief 
Commissioner, in a*.timely pronounce- 
ment, declared the Committee to be an 
unlawial. association in’ his province, 
therein following. the action which had 
been taken by the Government of the 
United Provinces: before the arrest of 
Pandit Motilal and Pandit Jawaharlal 
Nehrus« The arrest:of-the Committee men 
at Delhi íollowed as a proper sequel when 
his orders were defied.

I krew then 
that there was going to be a tough task for 
England in the Tests of this year. Tone 
before the Tests started I warned you of ovr 
danger, but it is unfair to criticise the youth 
of England becausa of Bradman. He is 
tmique, not only in his playing skill, but 
because he has matured so quickly. 

There vou have the Australian supremacy 
in youth: The young man of Australia reaches 
his best long before he would in England. I 
do not despair of England, nor do I say that 
we have a Bradman coming along; but I do 
say that it is very unlikely that we shall ever 
have so complete a batsman at twenty-one 
vears of age as this boy from New South 
Wales. 

CULTIVATE YOUTH. 

If ‘vou ask me why they come on so 
quickly I should: have a certain. amount of 
difficulty in answering. I might say, with a 
certain degree of truth, that coaching has 
muth to-do with it; vet. my experience tells 
me that you cannot coach a young man into 
the demeanour of experience. In other 
words, you cannot put an old head on young 
shoulders, and that is why Bradman and 
these others are unique. They have wise 
old cricket heads on very young shoulders. 

I have said a lot about the different ways 
of treating young players in this country and 
in Australia, and. the proof of the’ pudding 
is in the eating. Every care is taken of the 
Australian young man, and if he shows the 
slightest promise he is never allowed to go 
the wrong way. 

‘The fact that he is never allowed to go the 
wrong way is the great secret. Watch Brad- 
man. a natural hitter, or McCabe, another 
man who goes for every possible run. They 
both do everything absolutely correctly. They 
have been taught by masters of the game. 

Now. here is a lesson for us, and we have 
got to learn it. I do not advocate that we 
should live only for Test matches—which, I 
fear, is true of Australia—but every county 
should immediately start a new campaign. 
‘‘Cultivate youth ” should be the motto. 
START AT 165. 

I am going to put forward a suggestion 
that will. i think, help cricket when it is 
adopted, and it is certain to be adopted 
before so very long. Every county should 
start right at the bottom—in the schools. 

Let one or more of the old professionals go 
round to the schools of every kind in the 
county and look for those boys who have 
promise. It can be seen. ‘The real cricketer 
always shows it somewhere. Do not be con- 
tent with the public schools, but go to the 
elementary schools. Watch the boys, and 
when one is found who shows the slightest 
sign of promise start straight by . coaching 
him. Those are the days when faults can be 
cured and the boy put on the right road. 

It is useless waiting until the boy becomes 
a youth of nineteen. He can still learn, but 
pot naturally, easily, and without concentra- 
tion. When you get a youth of nineteen you 
show him things and he has to think about 
them. You have to teach too many things 
in too short a time. A boy at fifteen may 
only learn by mimicking, but he will learn 
without thought, and so do everything 
naturally. You can, if necessary, spend a 
year on teaching him how to take up his bat 
or how to use his feet, merely by throwing 
the ball at him and making him play without 
a bat in his hand. 

LITTLE EXPENSE. 

What would the expense be? - Practically 
nothing. Many counties will tell you that 
they cannot afford a ground staff, but most 
of them have to pay more professionals than 
they actually want. These reserves can be 
used as I suggest. The next step is to bring 
these boys to the county grounds, If they 
cannot afford to come of their own accord, 
then their expenses would not be very heavy, 
for, say, two evenings every week. They 
would now get intensive coaching ; again from 
those professionals not in actual use as 
players. You will notice that I am not ad- 
vocating that these young men should come 
on to a ground staff. If they are taken 
young enough and coached right through, 
there will be no need for them to come on 
the ground staff. 

They will be ready for the real game when 
wanted. But there is still another stage 
through which these young men must go. 
This is the most important of all, and, with 
the possible..exception of one county, it is 
unknown in England: that is, coaching by 
the star players. 

GRIMMETT’S PRODIGY. 

In Australia every Test’ player coaches 
boys, either at schools or on the State 
grounds. Just imagine a boy being taken 
in hand by Charlie Macartney! Yet 
he does it. Imagine a boy batsman being 
ut up against Clarrie Grimmett—it happens. 
Such experiences, such teaching, must do an 
liaomense amount of good. Why then are we 
Test. players of England not asked to do the 
same thing? I am very certain that we should 
all do it willingly, if our counties were wisé 
enough to realise that to:morrow counts, and 
ae to-morrow we shall neéd the boy of 
to-day. | y 
. There is pléhty of time before and after a 
season; even in the winter, but the move 
must come from the counties. They must 
first be made to see So that Atstralia 
have sounded right note; that we must 
follow. We mist on to the ng 
snag the wisdom the old players 
nave gained by experience. 

Seriously, I advise the counties to wake up 
before it’ is top: late. ie

LIFEBOATMEN’S FRUITLESS 
VOYAGE. 

Selsey (Sussex) lifeboatmen had a fruit- 
less voyage when they put to sea in response 
to a series of red flares seen about seven 
miles from Selsey Bill.

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FERTILISERS FROM WASTE GAS. 


The final stages are in progress of a big 
expansion programme undertaken by the 
Ruhr Chemical Company, the concern formed 
two years ago by the leading heavy jndus- 
tries of the Rube to produce synthetic mire 
fertilisers from waste coke-oven gas. y 
October next, it is now announced, the com- 
pany wil] have increased the capacity of its 
plant at Holten, on the Fhine, “from 20,000 
tons to 55,000 tons of nitrate annually. 

The formation of the Ruhr Chemical Com- 
pany, together with the Ruhr Gas Company, 
which .is engaged on the long-distance dis- 
tribution of cok: gas to cities and industries 
of Western Cerman;, was an important part 
of the rationalisavionn programme carried out 
by the leading German cogl and steel con- 
cerns after the war. Sponsored by 90 per 
cent. of the Ruhr producers, under the 
leaders@ip of the Steel Trust, both 
enterprises had the financial backing of the 
American banking house of Dillon, Read and 
Co., in the initial stages of their develop- 
ment, It is estimated that a practically un- 
limited supply of gas — approximately 
9,000,000, cubic metres annually—is pro- 
duced as a by-product from the Ruhr coke- 
ovens, available for conversion into synthetic 
nitrate fertilisers, or sale as industrial or 
domestic gas. 

The Ruhr concern, as a member of the 
German Nitrate Syndicate, was a party to 
the recent price cut made by that body with 
a view to encouraging consumption in 
Germany. Concurrently with the 
redyctions which have heen made in Ger-

Charles Pope and Matt McDermott tied 
with the professional record for the Castle 
course yesterday during the Irish Professional 
Championship, Pope returning a 72 in the 
morning and the Hermitage player going 
round in similar figures in the evening. In- 
deed, at one period it seemed as if Sidney 
Fairweather would break his own record, 
and but for an unfortunate occurrence when 
he was playing the seventeenth hole he might 
have dene so. To hole in 71 he required 
fours for the last two holes, but when play- 
ing his second to the seventeenth the club 
slipped from his perspiring hands, and the 
ball landed in a bad lye at a tree, and, 
instead of a four, a round half-dozen went 
down. 

The competitors found it extremely diffi- 
cult to retain a firm grip on the clubs, for 
it was intensely hot, and their hands per- 
spired freely. Most of them were in a sorry 
pose when they reached the tenth green, 
ut the officials were considerate enough to 
have jugs of water in readiness for them, 
but for which the scoring, disappointing 
though a lot of it was, wanld have been 
worse. The course also was playing very 
long, with little run through the green, and 
the effect of the hot sun on the greens was 
reflected in the lapses of more than one 
sound putter. 

The Aoi were, however, McCartney’s. 
This young Ulster golfer has been one of the 
most consistent of the Northern professionals 
since he left Pope’s employment to bceome 
attached to the ban Club. Last veár he 
won the Ulster Professional Championshin, 
and retained it this year. and he is also the 
holder of the Robertson Cup, which is played 
from scratch at Carnalea báin amateurs 
and professionais. 

Yesterday he seemed to have laid the foun- 
dation for success in this championship, as, 
with two rounds of 74, he led the field, being 
two strokes better than Fairweather and 
Pope.

garded as out of the running. -
